It la not gcnomlly known tlmt nmona 


tho tods of tho day tho collecting of birds 
eggs la ono that Intcrasts Uin oulturad nnd 
woaltny, nnd ono tlmt nuiy bu.vory expcn- 
alvoly Indulged In, while It affordd a mild 
rocrotttion to thouFftodn of indtvldimlfl "( 
modcntte moans. Tho solontiflo oolloatlon 
of blrdfl' oggfl hafl, in fnot, baconke n f(u>- 
olnatlng avooatlon, und, rightly studied, n 
pursuit to which tho Ryutonuitla study of 
birds, tholr Ulology nnd tho lnw« govern- 
ing tholr evolution is lurgoly indnbtcd, «H 
aoknowlodgod by no lean an authority than 
Professor Huxley himself, who showed 
that a study of tho markings and slmpo oC 
tho oggs of tho fipooleH aldod inntorhilly in 
ostabllslling tho olono rolntlonshlp of tho 
llniioolvo (plovars) and tlio gavhu (gulla 
and torns).
